THE INDIAN COPPER CORPORATION (ACQUISITION 
OF UNDERTAKING ) ACT, 1972 
No. 58 OF 1972 

[21st September, 1972 ] 
An Act to provide for the acquisition of the undertaking of the Indian 

Copper Corporation Limited for the purpose of enabling the 
Central Government to conserve and exploit , in a scientific and 
rational manner , to the maximum advantage of the nation , the 
copper deposits in the Singhbhum belt in the State of Bihar , to 
utilise the copper deposits in such manner as to subserve the 
common good , in the context of the requirements of copper in 
the country , and for matters connected therewith or incidenta 
thereto . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -third Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: - - 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. This Act may be called the Indian Copper Corporation (Acquisition Short 
of Undertaking ) Act, 1972 .

(c ) " Hindustan Copper" means the Hindustan Copper Limited , 
being a Government company as defined in section 617 of the Com 
panies Act, 1956 , and having its registered office at Khetri Nagar in Tofi 
the State of Rajasthan ;

stores, instruments, machinery , locomotives, automobiles and other 
vehicles ; mined or extracted copper and other ores, concentrates and 
metals , in process or in stock or in transit ; cash balances, cash on hand, 
reserve fund, investments and book debts; and all other rights and 
interests arising out of such property as were immediately before the 
appointed day in the ownership , possession , power or control of the com 
pany in relation to its undertaking in India , and all books of account,

( 3) Subject to the other provisions contained in this Act, all contracts 
and working arrangements which are subsisting immediately before the 
appointed day and affecting the company shall , in so far as they relate 
to the undertaking of the company, cease to have effect or be enforceable 
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against the company or any person who was surety , or had guaranteed 
the performance thereof, and shall be of as full force and effect against 
or in favour of the Central Government and enforceable as fully and 
effectually as if instead of the company, the Central Government had 
been named therein or had been a party thereto . 

( 4 ) Subject to the other provisions contained in this Act, any pro 
ceeding or cause of action pending or existing immediately before the 
appointed day by or against the company in relation to its undertaking 
in India may , as from such commencement, be continued and enforced by 
or against the Central Government as it might have been enforced by 
or against the company if this Act had not been passed , and shall cease 
to be enforceable by or against the company, its surety or guarantor.

( 2 ) No court shall take cognizance of an offence punishable under this 
section except with the previous sanction of the Central Government or of 
an officer authorised by that Government in this behalf. 

13. ( 1) Where an offence under this Act has been committed by a Offences

manager, secretary or other officer of the company , such director , manager , 
secretary or other officer shall be deemed to be guilty of that offence and 
shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly .
